Assumptions Used in Arriving at Fiscal Estimate

This bill provides a one-year increase of $250,000 in funding for the rural physician residency assistance
program. Under this program at the University of Wisconsin System, the Department of Family Medicine in
the University of Wisconsin School of Medicine and Public Health establishes and supports physician
residency positions in hospitals in rural areas or that include rural rotations in hospitals in rural areas. This
program is funded from the critical access hospital assessment fund. Under the bill, the increased funding
is provided for fiscal year 2016-17 from the general fund.

Long-Range Fiscal Implications

The increased funding is provided for the fiscal year 2016-17 from the general fund with no provision for
planned future transfers. Therefore, the fiscal implications for this change only effect the 2016-17 fiscal
year and have no long-range fiscal implications.
